Dear Mr. Curtin: 


Further reference is made to 
your letters of March 13, March 
20, April 3 and 5, 1962, concern­ 
ing the outbreak of chimney fires 
in Levittown, Pennsylvania. 


A thorough examination of this 
m atter has been completed by 
representatives of the Veterans 
Administration, the local -town­ 
ships, the builder, the manufac­ 
turer. the Association of Fire Un­ 
derwriters, and his representa­ 
tives. 


The results of the joint study 
reveal that the chimneys were 
constructed and installed during 
the period 1954 to 1957 in ac­ 
cordance with the manufacturer's 
requirements, the requirements of 
the Underwriters Laboratory and 
the Minimum Property Require­ 
ments of both the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration and the FHA. 


In order 
to obtain

These 
chimneys had been in use for 
several years and periodic flue 
cleaning and servicing of oil burn­ 
ing equipment is an essential and 
normal 
item 
of 
maintenance 
which is the home owner’s respon. 
sibility. 


Investigation revealed that an 
additive fluid had been used in 
the fuel oil 
supplied 
to 
these 
homes to prevent soot accumula­ 
tion. The temperature of the flue 
was increased to the combustion 
point of wood when soot deposits 
at the base of the chimney be­ 
came overheated and ignited the 
wood framing. The additive fluid 
is no longer permitted in oil de­ 
liveries made to this develop­ 
ment and it is significant to note 
that no fires have occurred since 
last February. 


A representative of the General 
Products Company, the chimney 
manufacturer, indicated at the 
meeting that his company had 
perfected an improvement in the 
flue structure which will prevent 
soot deposits. 
This 
involves 
a 
metal plate, which, when approv­ 
ed by the Fire Underwriters and 
the local townships, could be ap­ 
plied to the present installations 
at a very modest cost to the home 
owner. 


I believe the above facts clear­ 
ly indicate that the fires did not 
result from defective construction 
or equipment but, as previously 
stated, involved items of normal 
maintenance which are the re­ 
sponsibility at the home owner 
under the terms of his mortgage 
contract.
